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Mike Carona’s Excellent 
Big House Adventure 

OC’s incarcerated dirty ex-sheriff is enjoying his Rocky Mountain view 

and ridiculously favorable court rulings 



T hirteen months ago, Mike 
Carona—onetime sheriff of 
California’s second-largest police 
agency, the most popular politician 
in Orange County and, in the view of 
Republican strategists, the man destined 
to unseat U.S. Senator Barbara Boxer- 
entered his new home: a federal prison in 
Littleton, Colorado. 

By the time of 
that once seemingly 
impossible moment, 
we’d learned ugly 
truths about Caro¬ 
na’s chameleonic 
nature as head of 
the Orange County 
Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment (OCSD). He 
posed as the ethical 
savior of the agency 
while he secretly 
took bundles of cash, tailor-made suits, a 
boat, jet rides and casino chips from a San 
Bernardino used-car salesman determined 
to get a real sheriff’s badge and full police 
powers. He gave passionate speeches 
about the Lord ruling his life while he 
practiced vodka-martini-fueled serial 
adultery. He swore to uphold the sanctity 
of the criminal-justice system while he 
partied—in uniform!—at Newport Beach 
bars with organized-crime members and 
conspired to thwart a federal grand jury’s 
probe into his maneuverings. 

To appreciate Carona’s skill at masking 
his vices behind a potent smile and warm 
handshakes, recall that President George 
W. Bush named him to a top-secret panel 
overseeing national security after the 
9/11 terrorist attacks. Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger toyed with the idea of 
him as California’s lieutenant governor. 
Though Carona had been a gloried bailiff 
who’d never made an arrest or solved a 
crime, Hollywood producers wanted to 
feature him as the star of reality-TV shows 
depicting law-enforcement heroics. 

Not surprisingly, I’ve received reports 
from inside the Colorado prison that he’s 
fitting in with the other inmates. To show 
he’s hip, Carona has grown a ponytail. He 
likes to sip coffee, tell stories and gaze at 
the nearby Rocky Mountains. No doubt 
his incarceration is made easier by the 
fact that OC taxpayers will continue to 
pay him about $20,000-per-month for the 
rest of his life. 

Having watched the guy in action for 
nearly 17 years, I know people have suc¬ 
cumbed to his wily charms. But he should 
have lost his magic when FBI and IRS 
agents arrested him on public-corruption

charges in October 2007. Or certainly by 
May 2009, when U.S. District Judge Andrew 
J. Guilford rejected Carona’s excuses 
(including that federal agents should have 
told him in advance they were going to sur¬ 
reptitiously record his conversations with 
the aforementioned used-car salesman) and 
sentenced him to serve 66 months in prison. 

Yet, incredibly, more than four years 
after his public persona collapsed, Caro¬ 
na’s lies still wield power even over folks 
who aren’t normally gullible. Forget for a 
moment our county’s Board of Supervi¬ 
sors, which continues to spend hundreds 
of thousands of taxpayer dollars defend¬ 
ing the ex-sheriff’s despicable acts in law¬ 
suits. Instead, focus your attention on four 
federal judges and the alarming civil case 
of former sheriff’s Lieutenant Bill Hunt. 

For 21 years, Hunt enjoyed a stellar career 
at OCSD. Unlike Carona, he rose through 
the ranks based on merit. The Massachu¬ 
setts native excelled at every assignment: 
narcotics, patrol, jail, SWAT, investigations 
and as the popular chief of police in San 
Clemente, where the department holds a 


contract to provide police services. 

Fourteen years into Hunt’s career, 
Carona won the sheriff’s post in an elec¬ 
tion. He’d secretly stolen that contest, a 
fact that took a decade and a federal trial to 
uncover. Above everything else, this sheriff 
prized not only personal loyalty, but also 
a willingness to lie and cheat to advance 
his fake, Christian-conservative persona. 
These observations explain the rise of Jo 
Ann Galisky, a reality-challenged deputy 
who didn’t graduate from high school yet 
leaped ahead of dozens upon dozens of 
more qualified deputies to assume the rank 
of assistant sheriff under Carona. 

This column isn’t meant as an exhaus¬ 
tive list of Carona’s failings that wrecked 
OCSD, but rather to provide context for 
Hunt’s decision to challenge his boss in 
the 2006 election. Though he lost that 
race to the much-better-funded Carona, 
Hunt helped expose the sheriff’s ugly 
side to a mostly ignorant community. 

No good deed goes unpunished. The day 
after the election, the sheriff sent a message 
to his public employees: He demoted Hunt 
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three ranks and reassigned him to work in 
Stanton, the department’s Siberia. He also 
ordered veteran deputies to investigate 
Hunt for possible rule violations instead of 
pursuing street criminals. In a deposition 
obtained by the Weekly, Carona bragged 
that his goal had been to “humiliate.” 

Hunt quit and, claiming First Amend¬ 
ment violations, sued in July 2007. In 
response, the sheriff and the county’s law¬ 
yers in consultation with county supervi¬ 
sors surmised they would legally justify the 
retaliation against Hunt as permissible on a 
technicality: Hunt could be abused because 
he’d been an OCSD “policymaker.” 

The notion is, of course, shamelessly 
disingenuous. Though Hunt was a chief 
of police, he was one of 60 lieutenants in 
the department. He reported to the cap¬ 
tain of South County operations, and that 
person reported to an assistant sheriff. 

He didn’t regularly meet with Carona. 

He never designed a policy, and he never 
modified a policy. He was never asked to 
participate in policy-making decisions. 
His job was to carry out orders from 
above without question. He couldn’t even 
hire or fire the deputies on his staff. 

After hearing evidence, a federal jury 
concluded that “there were no areas of 
policy over which [Hunt] had policymak¬ 
ing authority,” that “[Hunt’s] responsi¬ 
bilities were restricted to implementing 
[the department’s] goals within a general 
framework” and that he didn’t have “sub¬ 
stantial influence” over any OCSD policy. 

Yet federal Judge Margaret M. Morrow, 
a Bill Clinton appointee from Harvard, 
contorted logic. After noting that jurors 
also concluded that Hunt had the ability to 
influence the implementation of Carona- 
made policies in San Clemente, Morrow 
claimed the sheriff had a “vital govern¬ 
ment interest” in silencing his critic and 
ruled in his favor. In this judge’s mind, a 
policy implementer who had no policy¬ 
making authority was still a policymaker. 

Last week, the United States Court of 
Appeals for the Ninth Circuit rejected 
Morrow’s stance as “wrong.” In a 19-page 
ruling, the court said that “all reasonable 
inferences” of the facts “support the con¬ 
clusion that Hunt was not a policymaker.” 

Would Hunt finally catch a break after 
bravely standing against a crooked sheriff? 

Nope. 

Despite declaring the policymaking 
excuse hogwash, the Ninth Circuit let the 
ex-sheriff play his last disingenuous card 
by ruling Carona cannot be held legally 
accountable after all because his erroneous 
assumption about Hunt’s status as a policy¬ 
maker had been sincere. Courts have permit¬ 
ted this type of loophole defense in the past. 
Without noting that Carona is a certifiable 
liar and convicted felon, the judges based 
their case-ending conclusion on his word. 

“It’s unbelievable,” said Hunt, now 
a private detective whose state lawsuit 
alleging Carona violated the California 
Peace Officers Bill of Rights is ongoing. 
“Where’s the justice? This ruling chills 
deputies down the road from ever telling 
the truth about corruption.”

Jacobs is on set at Oak Canyon Ranch 
in Silverado. It’s dusk, the hour when 
everything is beautiful, when everything 
the sun touches—the trees, the dirt road, 
the grass and the valley beyond—has 
turned pink, then gold, then purple. It’s 
a little chilly, but the breeze smells won¬ 
derfully fresh—except, of course, during 
the times when the Aquabats pile into a 
yellow convertible and screech off after 
the evil villain Cobra Man and clouds 
of exhaust and dust fill the air. After 
a couple of takes in which Jacobs and 
crew ham it up (with egregious Aquabats 
expressions—there’s waggly eyebrowed 
shock, cross-eyed concern and curled-lip 
fear, plus exaggerated running move¬ 
ments), Jacobs turns to sorting live 
snakes for the next scene. The reptiles are 
on loan from a reptile distribution center 
that a friend of Jacobs’ owns in Santa Ana, 
and they’re all pretty tame and cuddly. 

Apparently, the Aquabats could’ve 
used fake snakes for the shot, but they 
didn’t. A production assistant looks on, 
admiringly. “You’ll find that in Christian 
Jacobs’ world,” he says, “between doing 
something easy and okay and hard and 
great, he’ll go for the hard and great 
every time.” 

Compared to the Aquabats mythol¬ 
ogy, the real story of the Aquabats is a 
little ... mundane. 

The now-40-year-old Jacobs grew 
up in the San Fernando Valley in a big 
Mormon family (his great-grandfather, 
LeGrand Richards, was a prominent 
leader of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints) that pushed him 
toward show business. “Most of my child¬ 
hood was spent going on auditions for 
commercials and TV shows. I didn’t have 
an after-school, practice-with-the-team- 
for-state-championship childhood,” he 
says. Every once in a while—much as on 
his TV show—the Fountain Valley resi¬ 
dent and father of four will break a con¬ 
versation and illustrate a point by acting 
out scenarios with himself animatedly. 
“I’d get home from school, and my par¬ 
ents would drive me to auditions. That’s 
how we paid the bills: The kids were 
actors, and the parents were managers.... 
My childhood was pretty focused on the 
entertainment industry.” 

It was in Hollywood that Jacobs got 
valuable on-the-job training from work¬ 
ing on various television sets. When he 
was 10, he played Sally Struthers’ son on 
a series called Gloria, a spin-off of a spin¬ 
off of All in the Family that lasted all of a 
year. As a teenager, he participated in the 
mockumentary The History of White Peo¬ 
ple of America, produced by the creators 
of Spinal Tap (Harry Shearer and Michael 
McKean), as well as landing a bit part 
in John Hughes’ coming-of-age classic, 
Pretty In Pink. “Some sets I liked working 
on, and some sets were misery. But I got a 
good idea of what I would do if I were in 
charge,” he says. 

At 15, Jacobs starred in Christian 
Slater’s skateboarding movie Gleaming 
the Cube. Meeting skaters such as Tony 
Hawk, Tommy Guerrero and Stacy Per¬ 
alta—who were artists and entrepreneurs 
aside from being great skaters—helped 
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him forge his own path, he says. “I was 
really influenced by the way [skaters] 
looked at things.... Skateboarders look 
at a bus bench and have a whole bunch of 
different things to do on that bench than 
just sit on it. The ’80s were like a Renais¬ 
sance period for skateboarding.” He then 
dropped out of high school to skateboard 
all the time, admitting now that “I don’t 
know if that was such a great idea.” 

While never becoming a breakout 
star, Jacobs was happy with acting. “I 
accepted that as long as I could keep 
working,” he says. But as he got older and 
started auditioning for adult roles on soap 
operas and teen schlock such as Beverly 
Hills, 90210, he got fed up. “The competi¬ 
tion as an adult actor is different from 
when you’re a kid. People are cutthroat to 
get a job as an adult. It became disgusting 
to me, and I didn’t want to act profession¬ 
ally anymore. So I started a band.” 

He laughs. “But it was never meant to 
be something serious.” 

Jacobs met his bandmates through 
friends and the Orange County music 
scene in the ’90s. Shortly after form¬ 
ing in 1994, the Aquabats elbowed their 
way into the third-wave ska movement 
that No Doubt, Save Ferris and Sublime 
reigned over, fully happy to be the clown 
princes of the scene. 


Bob Becker, head of Fearless Records, 
says audiences went nuts for the Aqua¬ 
bats from the get-go. “They just took off. I 
watched other fledgling bands struggle to 
get an audience, but the Aquabats had an 
audience immediately just because they 
were so different.” 

That’s putting it lightly. When they 
opened for Reel Big Fish at Al Capuc- 
cino’s, Jacobs remembers, “We were all 
wearing baker’s outfits. We had a barbe¬ 
cue out there, and we were cooking while 
we were playing.” 

Aping Devo by playing shows in silly 
matching outfits seemed like a good 
idea to the band, but they didn’t always 
make sense. There was the period in 
which everyone in the band wore chef’s 
hats. There was a fez-wearing phase. 

As Jacobs quipped in an Aquabats ret¬ 
rospective in 1999, “If we were to play 
rock & roll wearing normal clothes, we 
wouldn’t be the Aquabats. We would be 
... the normal guys.” 

After Jacobs and friends cemented the 
Aquabats story (see “The Mythos of the 
Aquabats,” above), the superhero cos¬ 
tumes were cobbled together with help 
from the brother of a band member who 
owned a local wetsuit business. “They just 
got more detailed over time,” Becker says. 

The band, the sound, the aesthetic and 


The Mythos of 
the Aquabats 

Once upon a time, there was an island 
called Aquabania. It was an idyllic paradise, 
where people surfed all day, chillaxed and 
ate food all night. Its natives wasted their 
lives on music, TV, the Internet and other 
worthless forms of entertainment. When 
there was no food, the people didn't stress 
out; they ate sand. One day, Space Monster 
M—the enemy of all things awesome and 
fun—assembled a group of the most sinister 
evil-doers in the world and attacked Aquaba¬ 
nia. Members of the Aquabats escaped via 
hollowed-out log, ending up in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. They were found by Professor Monty 
Corndog, who took them in and nursed them 
back to health. The professor was so moved 
by the tale of the Aquabanian refugees 
that he resolved to help them fight Space 
Monster M. Using science, he gave them 
superpowers to battle evil, as well as rock & 
roll instruments to gain fans and amass an 
army to help in their fight against evil. Thus, 
the Aquabats, the first "all-crime-fighting, 
all-surfing rock supergroup in history," were 
born. The Aquabats are on a never-ending 
quest to right wrongs, destroy boredom and 
seek justice for all! (Especially the kids!) 

That's the story we've been able to gather 
from various liner notes, Internet message 
boards and Wikipedia, as concisely as 
we could manage. The details are mostly 
skewed and contradictory, and only the 
major events (fleeing Aquabania in a log, 
amassing superpowers and fighting crime) 
have been consistent through the years. 


the legend of the Aquabats also developed 
over time. In the beginning, there was a 
fluctuating number of members—at one 
point, 12 crazies stormed stages across the 
Southland. Today, bassist Chad Larson 
(a.k.a. Crash McLarson) is the only other 
remaining original member, with James 
Briggs (a.k.a. Jimmy the Robot) joining in 
1995 and becoming the third-most senior 
member. The members took on stage 
names, Jacobs says, because they wanted 
to create personas that were ridiculous 
and stupid. “There have always been 
bands that didn’t use their real names, 
and at the time, we were really into this 
band called Rocket from the Crypt. They 
had really cool nicknames. We were kind 
of doing the same thing, but just a lot 
more dorky.” 

And the fact that they’re more known 
as characters than musicians? Ian Fowles 
(a.k.a. Eagle “Bones” Falconhawk), who 
joined the band in 2006, says, “We’ve 
tried to create funny characters out of 
our real selves, so I don’t mind if people 
think of us that way. Maybe some people 
will take the time to dig a little below the 
characters and listen to our music—they 
will see that we are all real musicians, too. 
If not, that’s okay! Being known as a char¬ 
acter is still great.”

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With the help of Jacobs' younger 
brothers Parker and Taylor, both graphic 
artists, the band developed a highly 
recognizable visual aesthetic. The team 
of Jacobs brothers illustrated all of the 
band’s logos and T-shirts, as well as the 
monsters the band battled onstage. At 
one point, Parker was part of the band 
as the Professor, the man who gave the 
Aquabats superpowers; Tyler played 
the onstage part of the Pigbat, a strange 
hybrid of pig and Aquabat. 

After a few years of taking the Aqua- 
bats on tour (Jacobs remembers a time 
when he made everyone in the band wear 
a different costume for every show, how 
their get-ups were more cumbersome 
than their musical gear), he “got the crazy 
idea that we could be a kids’ television 
show—cartoon, live action, whatever. It 
just had the makings of a Batman- meets- 
th e-Monkees,” he says. 

As early as 1997, three years after the 
Aquabats had formed as a lark, they 
already had, per a Los Angeles Times 
story, “a script, a marketing plan, and a 
mission: [...] landing a Saturday morning 
kid’s TV show.” The Aquabats’ concept 
landed a couple of deals with major stu¬ 
dios early on; in 1997, Buena Vista Televi¬ 
sion produced a live-action mini-pilot 
based on the band’s 1997 album, The Fury 
of the Aquabats, but nothing came out of 
it. Fox Family Channel commissioned a 
script in 1999 that spawned a five-minute 
pilot that’s nowadays viewable on You¬ 
Tube—but that deal fizzled out as well. 

It’s fascinating to compare those 
ancient clips to the full-blown produc¬ 
tion airing this weekend at the Hub. 
Jacobs is thinner and more nimble; 

Crash McLarson has more hair (and 
is also thinner and more nimble). The 
other Aquabats members aren’t in the 
band anymore, and the costume the band 
sported then is a more elaborate ver¬ 
sion of the suit the band wear today (it’s 
black, and they’re full suits). Still, there’s 
the same sly sense of humor (the clip 
touts a would’ve-been-awesome appear¬ 
ance by Marilyn Manson as the Tooth 
Fairy), the same funny action sequences, 
the same monsters. Oh, and the pilot was 
mostly shot at Oak Canyon Ranch, as The 
Aquabats! Super Show! is today. 

“There has never been one instance 
that I have left an Aquabats concert with¬ 
out a huge smile on my face. It always 
seemed like they were a kids’ crazy car¬ 
toon come to life in the first place, so it 
seems only natural that they would finally 
have their own show on TV,” says Reel 
Big Fish singer Aaron Barrett. 

Yet getting the group to the small 
screen took more than a decade—mostly 
because of another boob-tube spectacular 
that Jacobs helped to create. 

“Yo Gabba Gabba! pretty much got 
in the way of the Aquabats,” Jacobs 
says matter-of-factly. “But that’s okay. 
Because essentially, Yo Gabba Gabba! 
saved the Aquabats.” 

Probably the hippest kids’ show since 
Electric Company, the success of Nick 
Jr.’s Yo Gabba Gabba! caught everyone 
off-guard. Geared toward preschoolers, 
Jacobs peppered the show with the same 
elements that made the Aquabats so 


popular: bright characters, loveable mon¬ 
sters, catchy songs and funny skits. It was 
hosted by a real DJ. Devo singer Mark 
Mothersbaugh held regular art lessons. 
Cool bands such as the Shins and MGMT 
performed on the show. 

Jacobs and the rest of the Aquabats 
had been trying to make a TV show for so 
long that when they thought the Aqua¬ 
bats would never happen, they eventually 
shifted gears to a new project, Yo Gabba 
Gabba! And for much of that time, the 
Aquabats were in limbo. “We’d make an 
album and play shows from time to time, 
but it was really hard to do because we 
weren’t making money—it was like this 
elaborate hobby,” he says. “And when you 
have a wife and kids and your hobby is 
putting on a tight shirt and a helmet and 
a mask, well, you start getting weird looks 
from your in-laws and people asking you 
what you’re doing with your life.” 

Yo Gabba Gabba’s success showed the 
industry that Jacobs and company could 
make a show. “We took the momentum 
from Yo Gabba Gabba! and decided to 
produce The Aquabats! Super Show! 
independently,” Jacobs says. It worked: 
“We’re very grateful to the Hub for [pick¬ 
ing up the show] and taking the risk.” 

The Hub ordered 13 episodes for the 
first season, which starts at 8 a.m. Saturday. 

Ted Biasseli, vice president of program¬ 
ming for the Hub, calls the The Aquabats! 
Super Show! “the only live-action, ani¬ 
mated, musical comedy, action-adventure 
series on TV right now.” That description 
is a mouthful, and it doesn’t actually need 
so many words to spell out how wonder¬ 
fully surreal it is. 

In the first episode, “Manant,” the 
Aquabats have to figure out who’s burn¬ 
ing down burger/burrito joints around 
town. They end up battling a half-man, 
half-ant villain who wants to use their 
powers to populate the world with giant 
ants. There’s a montage in which the 
band bathe in hamburger rain. It’s similar 
to the Power Rangers, only goofier. And, 
as with Yo Gabba Gabba!, it’s hilarious. It 
may be a little too intense for little kids, 
but your 10-year-old will get it—and love 
it. And, as with Yo Gabba Gabba!, The 
Aquabats! Super Show! is a trip to watch 
when stoned—supposedly.... 

In January, we take a tour of the set at 
the show’s studio on the border of Santa 
Ana and Fountain Valley, just down the 
street from the Observatory. We get a 
glimpse of the official Aquabats vehicle, 
the Battletram, which looks like a mom¬ 
my’s version of the Batmobile from the 
outside, but actually houses the Aquabats 
headquarters, Jimmy the Robot’s lab, 
bunk beds and a full-on bathroom inside. 
There are the ultra-cool props, including 
beautifully created monsters (Manant; 
Cobraman; a giant monster chicken; and 
a hairy, tentacled beast named Snakey 
were all crafted by some of the same 
people who made the Muppets through 
the years). As we walk through the lab, 
Jimmy the Robot’s detachable moving 
hand is in action. Over lunch, Weird Al 
Yankovic pops in to make a guest appear¬ 
ance as the President (the role is for a 
revolving cast; Yankovic also guests as a 
superhero later in the season). No one 
does an ultra-fan freak-out—he’s just one 
part of the crackly energy around the set.

As Fowles says, “The fact that we have 
been able to make our own TV show has 
just been a big bonus to already being in 
such a fun band.” 

These days, not a lot is made of Jacobs’ 
religious background, but its sounds like a 
big reason he is inclined toward creating 
PG shows. “I’m interested in making stuff 
for kids and families because then every¬ 
one can join in the fun,” he says. “I don’t 
like excluding people. I say, ‘Let everyone 
into the party; let everyone come.’” 

At 19, Jacobs left the world as he knew 
it to be a Mormon missionary in Sendai, 
Japan, and those two years were critical 
in developing this philosophy. “When 
you’re living in another country and 
discovering that culture as a mission¬ 
ary, the point is to live outside yourself 
and help other people by doing service 
[work],” he says. “You have to find com¬ 
mon ground with people, even if they’re 
an elderly couple who live in the woods. 
You constantly meet people whom you 
think you would have nothing in com¬ 
mon with, but it’s always right there 
beneath the surface.” 

And that includes making things that 
everybody can enjoy. “It flies in the face 
of what a lot of people believe—that as 


long as you’re happy with it that it’s okay. 
You might be okay with it, but you’re not 
going to be able to sell it, and no one’s 
really going to come to your show. You 
have to have a balance between art and 
commerce, which is what we wanted to 
do with the Aquabats. We’re having a 
lot of fun, but it’s gotta be inclusive or it 
doesn’t go anywhere.” 

It didn’t hurt that those years in 
Japan were also crucial to the develop¬ 
ment of The Aquabats! Super Show! 
look. “Before I went to Japan, I was into 
anime and manga, but living there, I got 
to understand the culture on a higher 
level,” Jacobs says. He refers to tokusatsu 
shows, television dramas that feature— 
you guessed it—superheroes fighting 
monsters that make considerable use of 
special effects. “It’s totally ridiculous, but 
there’s beauty in it, too. 

“Once you understand the culture, 
things become more accessible,” he adds. 
“It’s a little less random feeling. It’s like 
Yo Gabba Gabba! You think it’s tweaked 
when you first watch it, but when you 
really watch it, you see that it’s just a 
sweet kids’ show that’s sincere about 
helping to teach kids to love one another.”

Orea Taverna is Tony Ghosn’s update to his family’s beloved Sophia’s

T here are two things you must get 
at Orea Taverna: the saganaki 
and the pyato souvlaki. Both are 
table spectacles of the kind that make 
you turn your head when another table 
orders it: over-the-top apotheoses of 
cheese and meat and thus also the 
antitheses of the restaurant’s location 
in a particularly placid corner of placid 
Placentia, next to a residential lot where 
the loudest thing is the barking of a 
neighborhood dog heard behind the 
rustling trees and crickets. 

The souvlaki, fist-sized cubes of 
charred meat threaded on a long sword 
with a wooden fork stuck perpen¬ 
dicularly at the middle, is held aloft at a 
45-degree angle as it’s carried by your 
server, as though he were a Spartan on 
the march to Athens. The saganaki is 
doused with a shot of ouzo, set ablaze 
so that the flames leap into the air, then 
quenched by lemon juice squeezed out 
of the fruit with an equal amount of 
flourish. The tableside pyrotechnics may 
be an American improvement for a dish 
named after the pan it’s served in, but to 
get it without the show would be, well, 
strangely unpatriotic. 

Besides, it’s tradition here. Orea Tav¬ 
erna, for those who may not know its 
history, used to be Sophia’s, a Placentia 
institution owned by the Ghosns since 
1980. The family sold it in 2007, and it 
closed for good in 2010. That was when 
the Ghosns’ son, Tony, swooped in and 
revived the place, updating it to a wine 
bar with Roman columns inset on walls 
so white it inspires memories of the 
bleached buildings in seaside Santorini. 
I’d never been to the old Sophia’s, but 
I’ve been told the Ghosns served the 
saganaki just as their son does today. 

And I’m sure it was just as delicious 
then as it is now. The imminent threat 
of third-degree burns adds more zing 
to Orea’s postcard-sized square of 
pan-fried sheep’s-milk cheese than the 
lemon juice. It’s already a bracingly salty, 
ultra-savory dish, with a seared outer 
shell to pierce into, pull apart and tuck 
into pita bread. 

Judging by an old Sophia’s menu I 
found, a lot of its dishes are still there, 
with the slightest of revisions. What 
used to be called “Poseidon’s Peel & 

Eat Shrimp” is now just “Peel n’ Eat 
Shrimp.” The meal lost the divine tie-in, 
but it still comes steamed and steeped 
in what I suspect is Old Bay seasoning, 
accompanied by a house skordalia garlic 
sauce, a paste akin to Zankou’s signature 
spread but much sweeter and tamer. The 
shrimp, as with all other dishes at Orea, 
are served meze-style, offered on plates 
the size of cereal bowls and meant for 
sharing—and much more fun if you do. 
At Orea, there’s no need to differen¬

tiate between the appetizers and the 
mains. The transition from the starter 
dips to the actual meze plates represents 
only a marginal uptick in quantity. The 
beveled, soft-as-sin slices of loukaniko 
sausage, for example, are in the appetiz¬ 
ers section but are more satisfying than 
the main-course bowl of octopodi, tiny 
nubs of chewy steamed octopus over¬ 
shadowed by so much iceberg lettuce it 
should’ve been listed as a salad. You’re 
also better off opting for the scallops 
than the sauteed frog legs. Despite both 
being served in almost the same puddle 
of olive oil and garlic, the unseared, 
supple and practically melting steaks of

the former seem like a rebuke of the lat¬ 
ter, snow-white, dry, stringy and more- 
steamed-than-sauteed disappointments. 

The hummus is so smooth it’s almost 
soupy, served flanked by long planks 
of fried pita bread, and probably just 
as good as it was when the place was 
Sophia’s. You could also get a pita sand¬ 
wich here, filled with shaved petals of 
gyro or spears of the wonderful grilled 
chicken, a meat so yielding it disinte¬ 
grates the moment it touches your lips. 
But eating it after you’ve just witnessed 
the theater of the saganaki seems as 
counterintuitive as settling for salad at a 
steakhouse. Get something more appro¬ 
priate for the piped-in lounge music and 
servers who are so attentive they fold 
your napkins into origami shapes should 
you leave your table for even a moment. 
So order that souvlaki sword already— 
it’s the right thing to do.

Embrace the Nuevo

T here was no such thing as regional 
Mexican restaurants in Anaheim while I 
was growing up in the 1980s and 1990s. There 
were tacos made similarto how we did during 
carne asada Sundays atTaqueria de Anda, 
fancier Mexican food at El Nopal #2, gabacho 
Mexican at El Conejo and MexiCasa ... and 
that was it. I remember some boy at Anaheim 
High selling tamales wrapped in banana 
leaves, a heresy we zacatecanos and Jalisco 
kids laughed off as a dumb Indian tradition. 

Thank God those sad days are over. Nowa¬ 
days, Anaheim rivals Santa Ana in terms of 
Mexican-food diversity. You have Sinaloa-style 
aguachile, barbaco estilo Hidalgo, Mexico City 
forays and, yes, Oaxacan food. The latest trea¬ 
sure to enterthe dining discourse is Taqueria 
La Poblanita, a ramshackle restaurant up the 
street from Angels Stadium that's half unfinished 
produce market, half restaurant, and all about 
towering masses of food reflective of its name. 
"Poblanita" refers to the owners' home state of 
Puebla, so understandably getting major play on 
the menu is the cemita poblana, a boulder of a 
sandwich that finds a challah-like bread encas¬ 
ing a crunchy slice of milanesa, milky cheese, 
smoky chipotle and other goodies for the best 
sandwich in Mexico... unless you count the 
pambazo. La Poblanita's version is the pambazo 
of perfection: a soft French bread drowned in 
red salsa, then grilled until toasted yet still moist 
enough that your fingers get salsa on them if you 
touch it. Inside is a spread equal parts potatoes 
and chorizo, crema fresca, queso cotija, and 
repollo to create a meal that burns and cools, 
one that hits with salt and sweetness until you 
vow you'll never taste another sandwich again. 

And yet the pambazo isn't La Poblanita's 
greatest meal. That would be the quesadilla 
Coyoacan, a fried, folded expanse of puffy 
masa, airy and chewy and gooey, as long as 
your forearm and everything wonderful about 
Mexican food—more deity than tortilla. Coyo¬ 
acan, of course, is most famous for being the 
Mexico City neighborhood in which Frida Kahlo 
lived, but its quesadillas are almost as beloved, 
titanic things prepared with milky Oaxacan 
cheese and filled with chilango favorites: 
earthy huitlacoche, spicy tinga de polio or soft 
squash blossoms. The shell of this quesadilla 
is the best part—fried so it's simultaneously 
greasy yet redolent of freshly prepared masa, 
still pliable so you can fold it as though it were 
a taco. And whatever you order, feel free to 
drown your meals in La Poblanita's great sal- 
sas—the green one is spicier, very much so. 

Regular tacos and burritos? They're here. 
But we're in a brave new era in Orange County, 
one in which the tyranny of Jalisco-style food 
is over and gems such as La Poblanita now 
rule. Don't make the same mistake this nerd did 
in high school, OC, and embrace the nuevo.

Fat Fighter 


Lisa Fontanesi of the Jamie Oliver Food Foundation 


J amie Oliver’s Food Revolution truck 
has been parked at the Santa Ana 
offices of Latino Health Access, work¬ 
ing with schools and families of Santa Ana 
to fight the obesity epidemic spreading 
across the nation. Lisa Fontanesi is the 
mobile kitchen’s program manager. 

What is the mission of the Jamie Oli¬ 
ver Food Foundation, specifically here in 
Santa Ana? 

The Foundation, in partnership with 
The California Endowment, is trying to 
get across the message that cooking at 
home is easier, faster and less expensive 
than people might think it is, that when 
you cook it yourself, it’s healthier. 

Have you noticed differences in the com¬ 
munities among different California cities 
you’ve stopped in, and what adjustments 
do you make to your classes as a result? 

Santa Ana is the most receptive commu¬ 
nity we’ve hit. They’re taking these lessons 
to heart and bringing us examples of things 
they have in their houses or telling us sto¬ 
ries of going home after taking classes and 
cleaning out their pantries. 

Do you have backup plans in place for 
whatever contingencies come up? 

With the Latino community, one of the 
products we run into with a lot of sodium 
is Knorr buillon cubes. We’ve gone out 
to local markets to find low-sodium, 
non-MSG versions of that. We had a con¬ 
versation with Northgate Market, which 
has been helping us to get our produce. 
They have a health-and-wellness initia¬ 
tive, so they’re looking into ways to carry 
healthier products via what we’re doing, 
and that’s been really great. 

Fve noticed when driving through Santa 
Ana’s residential neighborhoods you don’t 
get as many supermarkets spread around as, 
say, Irvine. That leaves opportunity for gro¬ 
cery trucks set up sporadically throughout 
residential neighborhoods of Santa Ana to 
which people can walk to buy their staples. 

I don’t know why it’s that way, why there 
aren’t more supermarkets in central Santa

Ana. Are those grocery trucks something 
you’ve seen in other cities you’ve traveled to? 

Part of the problem is transportation. In 
each community we go to, we drive around 
and find the local markets and try to let our 
participants know where we found nice 
produce. The Northgate is only about five 
blocks from where we are, but we also found 
El Superior, and we found the little tienda 
kinds of places, and I have seen a couple of 
those trucks. We have a big mix of partici¬ 
pants and they’re telling us they’re getting a 
way to Sprouts or ask where there’s a Trader 
Joe’s. They’re asking us where this stuff is 
and how do they get there. 

Let’s talk about the salt and sugar content 
of the food we take for granted every day. 

You have a graphic demonstration in the 
truck of how much sugar is in a cup of a typi¬ 
cal soft drink. Can you talk about that? 

A 12-ounce can of soda usually has about 
10 teaspoons of sugar. The formula to 
figure out how much sugar is in anything 
is 4 grams of sugar equals a teaspoon. 

The 12-ounce can of soda is between 38 
and 42 grams of sugar, which is about 10 
teaspoons. The other thing we talk about 
is that sugar in the soda usually isn’t just 
regular sugar; it’s high fructose corn syrup, 
which is the worst for us. Though sugar is 
sugar, there are slightly better alternatives, 
so we try to talk about them: raw cane 
sugar, honey, agave. When getting yogurt, 
it’s a natural milk product with its own nat¬ 
ural sugars. But when you read the label, 
you see if there are added sugars. We’re 
trying to give that knowledge so people can 
read the labels and make a decision.

I ’ll take comfort food any way I can get 
it. A big, steaming bowl of pho bo vien 
from Pho Thanh Lich?

unimpressive. Try the smoky, thicker- 
cut kalbi ribs on a two-item plate, but 
don’t skip the island chicken. The bird is 
soaked in shoyu, sugar and ginger, then 
coated in rice flour studded with scallions, 
with a bath in bubbling oil to bring it all 
together. The crunch sounds similar to an 
M-80; the succulent, steaming dark meat 
within the oblong nuggets is the reward 
for being brave enough to risk scorching 
your taste buds. Cool your palate with the 
potato mac. On its best days, each scoop is 
a bounty of al dente elbows suspended in 
a velvety-smooth smash-up of spuds and 
mayo. Carrot and celery are the only veg¬ 
gies of substance in the dish, and they’re 
hints at that. 

Health food? No way. Soul satisfying? No 
doubt. From a Feb. 22 Stick a Fork In It post.

S ometimes, I just want beer and coffee 
at the same time, not because I enjoy 
being wired and inebriated simultaneously, 
as my Four Loko-loving college-aged breth¬ 
ren do, but because beer and coffee both 
have a relaxing quality that is unmatched. 

Unfortunately, bringing a six-pack into 
Starbucks is strongly discouraged (but not 
wine ...!), and taking alternating sips from 
your coffee cup and pint glass atthe pub 
gets you weird looks from the ladies. Luck¬ 
ily, Speedway Stout, an imperial stout from 
AleSmith in San Diego, combines the best 
of both worlds. 

THE DRINK 

Crashing in with an ABV of 12 percent, 
Speedway goes a step further than most 
coffee-flavored stouts and porters (which 
derive their flavor from roasted malts) and 
includes an unspecified amount of ground 
coffee in the brewing process. The result 
is an intimidatingly dark beer that pours 
smoothly, leaves very little head and is sur¬ 
prisingly light and easy to drink. The coffee 
flavor dominates: The beer is reminiscent 
of a freshly brewed iced coffee with hints 
of chocolate and caramel. It finishes with 
just a tinge of alcohol, which helps to cut 
the richness of the flavor and reminds you 
that you are drinking something that will 
actually get you drunk. It leaves you feeling

warm, though whether that's because of the 
alcohol or the coffee, I'm not sure.

The Filmmaker Who Isn’t 


There’s a reason Jafar Panahi’s urgent new movie is called This Is Not a Film

I n 2010, internationally celebrated 
Iranian filmmaker Jafar Panahi was 
arrested at his home. A neorealist 
who has been a vocal opponent of Mah¬ 
moud Ahmadinejad’s regime, Panahi was 
accused of “[participating] in a gathering 
and carrying out propaganda against the 
system,” sentenced to six years in prison, 
and banned from leaving Iran, giving 
press interviews, and writing and direct¬ 
ing films for 20 years. 

This Is Not a Film, made in March 2011 
while Panahi was under house arrest await¬ 
ing the result of an appeal, is billed as “an 
effort by Jafar Panahi and Mojtaba Mir- 
tahmasb.” This dispatch from Panahi’s life 
behind closed doors was shot entirely on 
the grounds of his Tehran apartment. In the 
first scene, Panahi calls Mirtahmasb, an Ira¬ 
nian filmmaker who has been most active 
as a director and producer of documenta¬ 
ries, and, refusing to state the purpose of 
the visit over the phone, cagily invites him 
over. Panahi mentions that Mirtahmasb had 
expressed a desire to go “behind the scenes 
of Iranian filmmakers not making films,” 
and when he arrives at Panahi’s place, the 
two do just that. Structured as a documen¬ 
tation of a single day of Panahi’s life behind 
closed doors, This Is Not a Film examines 
how a filmmaker such as Panahi—who has 
spent his career, as he told LA Weekly in 
2007, making “films constructed around the 
notion of restriction, limitation, confine¬ 
ment and boundaries”—attempts to com¬ 
municate through a muzzle. 

It might be fair to describe This Is Not 
a Film as a blatant act of rebellion, but 
it also stands as a good-faith attempt to 
work within Panahi’s politically imposed 
boundaries. In its most thrilling sequence, 
we see Panahi brainstorm ways to express 
himself using his filmmaking talents 
without actually violating the ban against 
filmmaking itself. He plays excerpts from 
his earlier films including The Circle and 
Crimson Gold, naturalistic dramas with 
nonactors and real locations that power¬ 
fully demonstrate that Panahi’s artistry 
has always been defined by his ability to 
adapt to life happening in front of the lens. 
He starts to read aloud from a screenplay 
written before the arrest, he says, that tells 
the story of a would-be art student trapped 
in her own house by her conservative- 
fundamentalist parents. But after excit¬ 
edly blocking out the script’s first scene, 
Panahi’s enthusiasm wanes. “If we could 
tell a film, why make a film?” he frets. 

If “why make a film?” is one question 
that haunts This Is Not a Film, “what is 
film?” is the inevitable follow-up. The 
title functions as an ironic declaration, 
a clear-eyed provocation and a literal 
description of method; shot on a video 
camera and iPhone, this “effort” could 
only exist in a digital age. It’s pointedly 
not “cinema,” but it’s still breathtakingly 
cinematic. It’s a political statement, an act 
of defiance, a master class in one auteur’s 
body of work and process, and a docu¬ 
ment of a life unseen. But above all, it’s a 


gripping entertainment, swinging wildly 
from manic highs such as Panahi’s breath¬ 
less explanation of the first shot of his 
would-be narrative to somber lows, every 
moment of levity shadowed by anxiety. 

For what is essentially a video diary, 
the stakes are incredibly high. In between 
Panahi’s invitation and Mirtahmasb’s 
arrival, Panahi is seen talking on the 
phone with his lawyer. He tells her that 
if any Iranian filmmaker were to be seen 
supporting him, “they’ll be banned, 
too.” This Is Not a Film was infamously 
smuggled out of Iran for its premiere at 
the Cannes Film Festival on a flash drive 


hidden in a cake, but it didn’t stay hid¬ 
den from Iranian authorities for long. In 
one scene, Mirtahmasb makes a joke that 
what they’re doing, which amounts to two 
friends sitting at a kitchen table video¬ 
taping their conversation, could get him 
thrown in jail. It’s an aside that proved 
to be prophetic. In September 2011, Mir¬ 
tahmasb was detained in Tehran on his 
way to Toronto for the North American 
premiere of the collaboration. (After 
three months in prison, Mirtahmasb 
was released; Panahi is still under house 
arrest, waiting for the Iranian Supreme 
Court to weigh in on his latest appeal.) 


This Is Not a Film is set against the 
backdrop of Persian New Year’s Eve, 
referred to several times onscreen as 
Fireworks Wednesday, which happens to 
also be the title of a 2006 film by Asghar 
Farhadi, director of the 2012 Oscar-nomi¬ 
nated A Separation. Farhadi has managed 
to make internationally successful movies 
dealing with the restrictive nature of Ira¬ 
nian society without stirring alarm among 
the authorities who have made it impos¬ 
sible for Panahi and other filmmakers 
to work. This Is Not a Film is so directly 
concerned with the working conditions 
for filmmakers in Iran that it’s hard to 
imagine the choice to set this day-in-the- 
life film (which Mirtahmasb has said was 
actually shot across several days) on the 
same holiday as Farhadi’s day-in-the-life 
film was a total coincidence. But this isn’t 
mere Iranian-film-industry inside base¬ 
ball: The fireworks and bonfires glimpsed 
through windows and a doorway and the 
near-constant booms and sirens on the 
soundtrack all emphasize Panahi’s isola¬ 
tion from everyday life and his practiced 
profession. The new year and the pos¬ 
sibility of rebirth it represents for most 
of us becomes a specter of everything 
Panahi is locked away from.

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DR. SEUSS'THE LORAX A computer- 
animated 3-D tracing of Dr. Seuss' 1971 
fable, The Lorax concerns a young resi¬ 
dent of synthetic, plastic-coated suburb 
Thneed-Ville, Ted (voiced by Zac Efron), 
who goes searching for a legendary 
living tree outside the city walls. There 
he encounters a reclusive Once-ler 
(Ed Helms), who narrates his own life 
story: beginning as a fresh-faced young 
entrepreneur, the Once-ler's ambition 
stripped the land of pom-pom topped 
Truffula trees and, in the process, 
turned the Once-ler into a caricature 
Capitalist, to the great disappointment of 
the title's brash, mustachioed woodland 
spirit (Danny DeVito). The Lorax is a 
bizarro version of Hugo —like Martin 
Scorsese's film, it encourages children 
to cleave to and preserve the world's 
endangered treasures. But while Hugo 
teaches the value of fantasy and artifice 
in intimate, human terms, The Lorax 
piously preaches the gospel of the 
organic, holistic world, while relishing in 
high-fructose candy colors and saccha¬ 
rine woodland plushies found no-where 
in nature. As in the likes of Yogi Bear, 
the lesson will please or displease par¬ 
ents according to their prejudices, while 
the means of delivery are an offense 
that transcends party lines. Par for the 
course in blowout CGI adaptations, a 
great deal of detail and bustle is gained 
at the expense of charm—for all the 
miracles these armies of animators can 
achieve, they have yet to successfully 
reproduce a humble artist's line. (PG)

GONE Taking a cue from her Chloe co-star 
Liam Neeson, a feral-eyed Amanda 
Seyfried relentlessly tracks her sister's 
kidnapper in this wholly preposterous 
and casually sexist thriller, in which all 


female characters are either hysterical, 
victim-prone, both, or hopeless second 
fiddles. (Note: screenwriter Allison 
Burnett is a he.) The English-language 
debut of Brazilian director Heitor Dhalia 
(Adrift) pits .38-brandishing, pill-popping 
anxiety case Jill (Seyfried) a serial killer 
survivor who believes her sis' sudden 
disappearance marks the score-settling 
return of her former captor against 
the clock and three trailing detectives 
who think she's cray-cray. Gone's high- 
polish, mindless action goes down in 
a Portland filtered through a strained, 
moody palette of queasy blue-greens 
and gunmetal greys; it's ripe for a 
goofy mash-up with the sunny-day 
satire of Portlandia.

his father and is soon to wed - more out 
of class compatibility than love - real- 
estate broker Natalie (Gabrielle Union, 
essentially reprising her icy bourgie role 
from Perry's 2007 Daddy's Little Girls). 

A cleaner in Wesley's building, Lindsey 
(Thandie Newton, as twitchy here as 
she was in the director's calamitous 
2010 adaptation For Colored Girls ) and 
her six-year-old daughter are living in 
their car after being evicted - the earlier 
cut-to envelope stuffed with $100 bills 
kept under the mattress in their apart¬ 
ment apparently forgotten.

THE ARTIST An undeniably charming 
homage to Hollywood in the late 1920s, 
The Artist might also be the first silent 
film many of its viewers have ever 
seen. French writer-director Michel 
Hazanavicius eases neophytes' discom¬ 
fort by creating the cinematic equivalent 
of an amuse-bouche. Although many 
of the technical aspects of the silent 
period are expertly re-created—shoot¬ 
ing at 22 frames per second, the boxy 
1:33 aspect ratio— The Artist's blithe 
presentation of the transition from 
sound to talkies is even less complex 
than the one found in Singin' in the 
Rain. The film opens in 1927, when 
preening matinee idol George Valentin 
(Jean Dujardin) is still the top draw at 
Kinograph Studios. George acts as a 
mentor to Peppy Miller (Berenice Bejo), 
a chorine with big ambitions. Borrowing 
heavily from A Star Is Born, The Artist 
tracks both Peppy's ascent (through 
amusing montage) and George's decline 
as he refuses to acknowledge synchro- 
nized-sound as more than a passing fad. 
By 1932, Peppy's attracting lines around 
the block for her latest, while George 
spends his afternoons passed out on a 
barroom floor, his Jack Russell terrier 
his sole remaining fan. Or so he thinks: 
Peppy has never forgotten him, and 
the film's concluding act restores The 
Artist's buoyancy. The movie pivots on 
the spry connection between the mute 
(save for one scene) Dujardin and Bejo, 
both nimble performers and elegantly 
turned out in period finery and pomade. 
The Artist is movie love at its most ano¬ 
dyne, as Hazanavicius sweetly asks that 
we not be afraid of the past. (PG-13)

THE DESCENDANTS Why has it taken 
Alexander Payne seven years to follow 
up on Sideways ? And what's blunted 
this gifted writer-director's edge? 

Payne's earlier movies have been driven 
by richly flawed characters—Reese 
Witherspoon's monstrous high school 
striver in Election, Jack Nicholson's 
thoroughly unpleasant widower in 
About Schmidt, the matched pair of 
jerks who stumble through Sideways — 
and Payne's great talent was extracting 
a sense of sympathy even for them. 

But in The Descendants, it's more a 
case of bad things happening to good 
people: Honolulu lawyer Matt King 
(George Clooney), prosperous scion of a 
Hawaiian family, is humbled by a flurry 
of body blows. A waterskiing mishap 
has landed Matt's wife in a coma. His 
two daughters, the pre-teen Scottie 
(Amara Miller) and echtteen Alexandra 


(Shailene Woodley), are beyond his 
command, with Alexandra in posses¬ 
sion of information to further rock her 
father's world: ""Dad, Mom was cheat¬ 
ing on you!" Adding to Matt's responsi¬ 
bilities, as well as providing a corollary 
to the personal history upended by 
Elizabeth's infidelity, is the decision he 
must make, as head of the King family 
trust, to sell or bequest a large tract of 
beachfront property. The two narrative 
strands entwine when Matt discovers 
that his wife's lover is actually vacation¬ 
ing adjacent to the very spot where he 
will be meeting with his clan to finalize 
the disposition of their legacy. Cosmic 
coincidence or crafty plot contriv¬ 
ance? Slowly rolling downhill, The 
Descendants takes a turn or two but is 
basically always en route toward the 
reconciliation that's a foregone conclu¬ 
sion. (R) J. Hoberman. Countywide. 

THE GREY I was told there would be 
more wolf-punching. If you crash Liam 
Neeson and six disposable buddies in 
the frozen Alaskan wilderness, there 
is the expectation—nay, the require¬ 
ment—that Neeson punch as many 
wolves as possible. Tape pocketknives 
and broken glass to your fists, improvise 
other weapons from the plane wreck¬ 
age, just do what's necessary in the situ¬ 
ation, OK? But despite Neeson's recent 
string of aggrieved-daddy action flicks 
(Taken, Unknown, etc.), this is not to be. 
Reuniting with his A-Team director Joe 
Carnahan, Neeson is instead a melan¬ 
choly Irish Catholic given to fits of poetry 
and religious doubt. He gently shepherds 
a dying passenger into the beyond. 

He provides sage advice to the motley 
survivors—worried by their knowledge 
of both Alive and Grizzly Man —as he 
attempts to lead them on a trek to safety. 
He writes to a mystery woman, glimpsed 
in gauzy flashbacks (who provides the 
film's only real jolt in making you think 
about Natasha Richardson). Along the 
way, Neeson's pack is revealed to be 
frail and fearful, as The Grey's dwindling 
survivors somberly contemplate the 
odds against them and, as the film takes 
a mystical turn, the absence of divine 
providence. There's too much Jack 
London, and, as they systematically 
pick off the stragglers, too many CGI 
wolves go unpunched. (R) Brian Miller. 
Countywide. 

THE IRON LADY In the first scene of 
The Iron Lady, which re-teams director 
Phyllida Lloyd with her Mamma Mia! star 
Meryl Streep, eightysomething Margaret 
Thatcher is presented as a little old lady 
unfit for the fast-moving world outside 
her hermetic London townhouse. The 
bulk of the movie takes place in an 
even smaller, more airless space: the 
dementia-stricken former British prime 
minister's head. Lloyd's film alternates 
between Thatcher's rich memories of 
her past struggles and glories, and her 
present-day attempts to remember the 
more quotidian stuff—like, howto turn 
on the TV or that her beloved husband, 
Denis (Jim Broadbent), whom she 
sees across the breakfast table and 
speaks aloud to all day long, is actually 
dead. Cutting out anything that might 
complicate the film's notion of Thatcher 
as a working-class girl turned plucky 
housewife turned feminist icon turned 
tragically doddering granny, The Iron 
Lady suggests that arguments against its 
heroine were always irrational and usu¬ 
ally knee-jerk misogynistic. Thatcher's 
point of view is well represented; the 
counterargument is merely violence and 
chaos. In the film's version of events, 
Thatcher "fell" because a lone civilized 
woman could not possibly survive the 
onslaught of the barbaric mob. That 
Iron Lady presents the historical record 
through aged Thatcher's stream of 
consciousness—an obviously biased 
and unreliable narrator—gives Lloyd 
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formal justification for turning Thatcher's 
life into a highlight reel in which the PM 
is put upon by sexist, classist, and/or 
faceless brutes. As for moral justifica¬ 
tion, you're on your own. (PG-13) Karina 
Longworth. Countywide. 

THE SECRET WORLD OF ARRIETTY 
Although Japanese filmmaker and 
animation virtuoso Hayao Miyazaki 
(Spirited Away) serves only on the 
periphery as co-writer and produc¬ 
tion supervisor, his soulfulness still 
radiates through The Secret World of 
Arrietty, a hand-drawn adaptation of 
Mary Norton's ageless kid-lit series 
The Borrowers, about four-inch-high 
humanoids who live beneath the floor¬ 
boards of those dangerous "human 
beans." Fourteen years old and liter¬ 
ally knee-high to a kitty cat, inquisitive 
emblem of purity Arrietty (voiced by 
Bridgit Mendler) ventures to the idyllic 
rural home above to forage with her 
somber father, Pod (Will Arnett, playing 
against type). Among her pop's golden 
rules of "borrowing" is that only neces¬ 
sary items that won't be missed should 
be pilfered. Grappling to ledges with a 
fish hook and string, a grand nighttime 
kitchen heist—the front-loaded film's 
most thrilling sequence—yields one 
measly sugar cube.... which Arrietty 
loses when spooked by the gaze of 
Shawn (David Henrie), a giant boy with 
a bum ticker who has been sent to the 
house for pre-op care. Back in the tee¬ 
nier kitchen, anxiety-prone mom Homily 
(Amy Poehler) flips out over her daugh¬ 
ter being spotted by the sickly enemy, 
who is obviously destined to become 
Arrietty's only friend and unspoken first 
crush. Perhaps too fittingly small-scale, 
the story is trouble-free to the point that 
it feels slight, but the animation is beau¬ 
tiful, as in a scene when Shawn matter- 
of-factly explains the permanence of 
death to Arrietty while lying in a field 
that's alive with lush watercolors. (G) 
Aaron Hillis. Countywide. 

WANDERLUST "There's no one way 
to live our lives," hopes the dis¬ 
placed, adrift couple at the center of 
Wanderlust. Shopping between the 
prefab identity options available to 
them—stressed urban professionalism; 
suburban McMansion soul death; rural 
counterculture—George and Linda 
(Paul Rudd and Jennifer Aniston) are 
looking to find a social model some¬ 
where in America where they can be 
true to themselves and each other. 

And though Wanderlust finally laughs 
off the real discomforting conclusion 
that it's edging toward, it's gut-busting 
funny when mocking their hopeless 
options. Booted out of Manhattan 
by the economy then repulsed by a 
fallback-paycheck opportunity with 
George's boorish, boastful brother, 

Rick (Ken Marino) in suburban Atlanta, 
George and Linda try an alternative: the 
'60s-style Elysium commune. It's hard to 
remember a comedy so populated with 
good character bits, including Kathryn 
Hahn's damaged-woman-come-to- 
shelter, whose flashes of anger through 
her official commune mellowness give 
glimpses of a grim personal history ("If I 
wanted my face covered in lies, I would 
still be in porn") and Elysium's resident 
Alpha hippie, played by the chameleonic 
Justin Theroux. There is no comic lead 
working who has Rudd's flexibility, and 
Wander/L/st brings out a lurking pee¬ 
vishness behind his good-natured shrug 
of a smile, a peevishness that gradually 
freezes into a mask of unconcealed 
disgust. A really great movie might 
have followed the implications of that 
disgust—there's no running away from 
yourself—but the questing Wanderlust 
ultimately retreats into is a conserva¬ 
tive, prefab identity of its own: It is, after 
all, an Apatow production. (R) Nick 
Pinkerton.

Cal Rep takes the great 
play Quills 
and turns it into a 
frustrating mess

W ith the Internet in everyone’s 
pockets these days, we’re only 
a few clicks from finding out 
just about everything we never wanted 
to know about anything. Examples: 
necrophilia, apotemnophilia, copro- 
philia. But in 18th-century France, polite 
society members would never have 
spoken of fucking the dead, getting off 
on the thought of their limbs being cut 
off, or rolling around in shit. Hell, even 
impolite society members might have 
hurled at the very thought. 

But not the notorious advocate of 
paraphilia, the Marquis de Sade. The 
patron saint of sadists, masochists and all 
them happy-go-lucky types who cham¬ 
pion their embracing of fetishes as the 
epitome of sexual liberation (if it doesn’t 
feel, smell or taste good, it must be 
good, right?), the French aristocrat was, 
depending on one’s perspective, history’s 
greatest pornographer or a luminous 
symbol of the nobility of unrestrained 
artistic expression. Doug Wright cham¬ 
pions the latter in his 1995 play, Quills. 
Taking ample historical license, Wright 
re-imagines the final days of the Duke 
of Depravity (who actually died in his 
sleep at the age of 74) in the Charenton 
asylum, one of the houses of incarcera¬ 
tion he spent much of his later life in— 
whether it was due to his profane, politi¬ 
cal writings or his reported penchant 
for abusing, even killing, people who 
traversed his sexual path. 

Though his body is incarcerated, 
de Sade refuses to stifle his mind. For¬ 
bidden to write for public perusal, he 
recruits the peasant girl who darns his 
clothes, Madeline, to smuggle his pages 
out of the asylum. When the authorities 
catch wind, he resorts to increasingly 
desperate measures, from creating a 
human telegraph of asylum inmates 
to dipping his fingers in his feces to 
scribble on the floor and walls of his cell. 
This, of course, drives the asylum’s chief 
administrator bonkers, so he recruits 
a pious Catholic priest to convince de 
Sade to cease writing—or else. 

The play is fashioned in no small part 
on the legacy of the grotesquely over-the- 
top, blood-drenched Grand Guignol the¬ 
ater, which bewitched Parisian audiences 
from the late 19th century through the 
mid-20th. It’s a pitch-black comedy that 
wrestles with several Big Ideas: public 
morality versus artistic expression, incar¬ 
ceration as rehabilitation or punishment, 
the age-old theme of state-sanctioned 
authority versus the individual. It’s Ran¬ 
dall P. McMurphy meets the Spanish 
Inquisition, a heady, intoxicating brew of 
perversity and polemics, something an 
adventurous left-of-center theater com¬ 
pany such as California Repertory would

be all over like an ursusagalmatophiliac 
on Fozzie Bear. 

Unfortunately, its production bombs 
under the direction of Larissa Paige 
Kokernot. Actors either gallop or trudge 
across the stage without conscious need 
of connecting with one another. They’re 
either somber and stoic or garish cari¬ 
catures. Only Anna Steers, as the semi- 
smitten Madeline, traverses the dual 
tracks of satire and serious. There’s lit¬ 
tle method to the madness, and it turns 
a robust, wickedly incisive meditation 
on censorship and free expression into 
an X-rated Three’s Company episode, 
but without Jack bending Chrissy over 
the divan while Mr. Roper pumps Janet 
in the pooper. 

It’s a frustrating mess: There’s nib¬ 
bling, but no biting. Pawing, but no 
scratching. Token creepiness, but no 
real edge, either from the Maestro of 
Malevolence or the real evil in this play, 
the institution that seeks to censor his 
unique, if profane, voice. Jerry Prell, 
as our Ambassador of Atrocity, is the 
wittiest, sharpest, purest person in the 
room. His de Sade wins every argument, 
manipulates every situation and is the 
only person with genuine integrity. But 
it’s all so fucking easy that it borders on 


ridiculous. The major player arrayed 
against him, the Abbe, talks a good game, 
but in the body and with the mouth of 
Jerry Prior, he lacks dimension. Prior’s 
character has no center, no subtext, no 
personality; he merely reacts. 

And when the onus is finally on him 
to act, his bloodless characterization has 
long since drained his character of any 
intrigue. It’s hard to invest in your chief 
articulator and instigator when he’s 
been chief capitulator for so long. And 
not caring about the Abbe’s transforma¬ 
tion from pious religious to bloodthirsty 
zealot is key in this play. By not signal¬ 
ing, in some crafty fashion, the dark 
depths he’s willing to plunge into, Pri¬ 
or’s Abbe fails to illuminate half of one 
of Wright’s main points: that beneath 
the skin of every sanctimonious moralist 
beats the heart of a pervert. 

It’s not that Quills, which won an 
OBIE Award in 1995 for best off-Broad- 
way play, needs to be only dark and sin¬ 
ister. One of the hallmarks of the afore¬ 
mentioned Grand Guignol was humor in 
a jugular vein. But so much of what hap¬ 
pens in this production seems geared 
just for laughs. That neuters a tale of one 
of history’s most ball-driven writers. If 
he weren’t in the middle of organizing a 
666-person gangbang in the first ditch of 
the Malebolge, the good Marquis might 
be turning in his grave.

W ood and wheels. 

From a garage in Irvine, Stanton 
Hartsfield and Jason Cohn launched the 
Sidewalk Shop, a killer collection of vintage 
boards. There's the Apollo Skateship embla¬ 
zoned with a rocket ready for liftoff. A clas¬ 
sic, bright-red Roller Derby #10. An antique 
Humco Surfer with spring-loaded suspension. 

"These boards have so much to say," says 
Hartsfield, a longtime collector. "They cap¬ 
ture the youth of the time. You wonder, 'Who 
rode this before me? Was the kid a rebel?'" 

Sometime during the 1950s, long before 
Tony Hawk and the X Games, stir-crazy 
surfers who needed something to ride on 
the days when the waves were flat alleg¬ 
edly invented the skateboard. They started 
taking the wheels off roller skates, nailing 
them to 2-by-4s and "surfing" through 
neighborhoods, parks and empty swim¬ 
ming pools. Companies soon caught on and 
began manufacturing boards with simple 
logos and graphics. 

"It was all about freedom and self- 
expression," Hartsfield explains. 

That symbol of teenage defiance now rides 
into the present. The Sidewalk Shop show¬ 
cases its loot online (www.thesidewalkshop. 
com), at a museum exhibit in Sacramento, 
and at the Long Beach Flea Market at Veter¬ 
ans Stadium every third Sunday of the month. 
(Hartsfield and Cohn are working on opening 
a permanent retail store and showroom.) 
Enthusiasts can buy, sell and trade boards, 
which range from a few hundred dollars to 
thousands, depending on their rarity. Each is 
100 percent original, from the rusty bearings 
to the chipped clay wheels to the rustic art¬ 
work on the wood patina. 

Most eventually end up displayed on 
walls in homes and offices, serving as 
truly awesome conversation pieces for all 
generations to admire. Hartsfield says his 
customers are those who are "interested in 
art and culture, but not interested in being 
told what art is." 

The company's logo, a black crow, is 
symbolic of what the duo does. "We're 
scavengers," Hartsfield says, "always pick¬ 
ing, hunting and sorting. 

"What one person discards is another 
person's treasure," he adds. "The Picassos 
and Warhols that were created to put on the 
wall in the living room are now giving way to 
things once relegated to the garage."

ter, I’m guessing the former isn’t true 
either. Instead of the awesome, in-depth 
questions I should have asked, all this 
lame-ass fanboy could muster were a 
bunch of generic non sequiturs and a 
ridiculous amount of the phrases “uh 
huh” and “Yeah? Cool.” 

And you know something? Skiba 
didn’t seem to mind. Had it been me 
being “interviewed,” I would have found 
a passive-aggressive way to tell the 
interviewer he was an unprepared idiot.

I most certainly came off like an unpre¬ 
pared idiot. Seriously, this is one of the 
questions I asked and how he responded: 

Me: “So you’re playing the Musink 
festival, or something like that. Um... as 
far as your attitude going into something 
like your own show versus a festival, is 
there any kind of difference? Do you ... 
uh ... change up anything?” 

Skiba: “The sets are usually shorter 
because you’re playing with a lot of 
other bands. Festivals are definitely eas¬ 
ier to play, but they’re harder to prepare 
for because you don’t get a sound check. 
But there is something to be said for the 
throw-and-go, get in and get out, play 40 
minutes of music and you’re done.” 

Never mind that I knew Musink com¬ 
bines music and tattoo artists, and forget 
the fact I’ve covered mega-festivals. 

Here was my opportunity to ask just 
exactly who Skiba’s friend Peter is (from 
the song “My Friend Peter”) or if he 
ever got to “wake up naked” next to the 
girl from “Clavicle.” Or maybe find out 
why someone would want to take him 
hostage and make demands before cut¬ 
ting off his fingers (as he sings on “This 
Could Be Love”). But no, I asked the 
most standard question imaginable. 

Before anyone thinks maybe there 
was a chance the interview improved 
once Skiba and I found our stride, let me 
assure you that you are wrong. Other 
questions included the hard-hitting “Are 
there any songs you guys wouldn’t play?” 
and “Since you are playing a tattoo festi¬ 
val, do you regret any of your tattoos?” 

“Not really,” Skiba replied like a 
trooper to my stupid question. “I have 


some really shitty tattoos, but I used to 
be a shitty kid, and I still kind of am to 
an extent, but nothing I’m ashamed of.” 

I did, however, fire off one question 
that seemed legitimate. It was 
about the dual-natured singing and 
songwriting Skiba shares with bassist 
Daniel Andriano. Unlike many—if not 
most—bands, Alkaline Trio feature two 
prominent singers and songwriters whom 
fans love so much they don’t buy beers 
when “the other guy” sings. So, naturally, 

I asked Skiba if he is the world’s biggest 
Andriano fan. I was trying to be clever, 
something I promise to never do again. 

“Yes,” Skiba says. “Dan never ceases to 
amaze me. People wonder why Dan has 
fewer songs on our records. He’s more 
meticulous than I am. If something isn’t 
written in an hour, I’m done with it. 
Danny has far more specific ideas of how 
he wants things and spends more time 
writing. I think that shows, and I just 
kind of barf songs out. We never really 
scrap any of Dan’s songs.” 

At least I didn’t ask about his influ¬ 
ences or where the name “Alkaline Trio” 
comes from. Still, I’m pretty sure I suck.

Master of Reality 

Hard-working blues man George Thorogood 

keeps his game grounded

A ll things considered, the prem¬ 
ise of George Thorogood & the 
Destroyers’ first show is pretty 
boring, having occurred in 1973 in a dorm 
room in the band’s home state of Dela¬ 
ware. The second, however, is a totally 
different story. The year and state stayed 
the same, but the venue changed to the 
Sulky, a strip club that snagged patrons 
on their way to horse races. “It was kind 
of like a paid rehearsal. No one really paid 
much attention to us as long as we played 
something with a beat to it. Actually, the 
dancers got paid more than we did,” Tho¬ 
rogood says. “These were the kind of girls 
who were topless, and you looked at them 
and said, ‘No! Put something on!”’ 

Playing Chuck Berry and Elmore 
James songs to an indifferent audi¬ 
ence as unattractive women gyrate sans 
shirts sounds like either a sad, pathetic 
hell—or fodder for fantastic life stories. 
Thorogood—a glass-half-full kind of 
realist—subscribes to the second line of 
thought. “For the two weeks we were 
there, we were very happy,” he says. 

Even though you figure Thorogood 
would be able to call it a day now, 39 years 
later, the gravelly voiced guitarist and his 
blues/rock outfit are still plugging away. 
Now sixtysomething, he’s responsible for 
“Bad to the Bone,” a song so frequently 
employed in film and TV that it has become 
a character-development cliche, and he has 
released more than a dozen records and 
played an incalculable number of shows. 

But a solid career isn’t enough for the 
sharp-witted and charismatic should-be 
radio host/Mets fan. “The fear of failure 
pushes you farther than the thrill of suc¬ 
cess,” he says. “I’ve watched Tom Jones 
play live, and he has this edge at his age, 
like, ‘If I don’t do good, it’s back to the 
coal mines.’ It’s not fake either. It’s real.” 
Thorogood feels very much the same way. 
He compares himself—a musician with 
limited name value and skills—to super- 
stars such as the Doors, Bruce Springs¬ 
teen and the Rolling Stones. But unlike 


those acts, who have the cachet to live a 
charmed life, Thorogood constantly has 
to hustle if he wants to be remembered. 

As with much of his past work, Tho- 
rogood’s 17th and latest studio album 
is all covers, with tracks by Berry, Wil¬ 
lie Dixon and Muddy Waters, as well 
as lesser-known names. The title, 2120 
South Michigan Ave., is the address of the 
acclaimed, now-defunct Chicago blues/ 
soul label Chess Records. Around 1972, 
Thorogood started this cover practice by 
combing through hundreds of records 
to find 25 to 30 “very obscure songs that 
were very good songs”—blues/early rock 
cuts untouched by the Rolling Stones, Led 
Zeppelin and other titans. He initially did 
this to resurrect forgotten quality work, 
but over the years, his covers have gained 
enough good feedback that he has kept 
going. While he doesn’t consider himself 
a cover musician (“Joe Cocker is a cover 
artist. Linda Ronstadt is a cover artist. I 
try to do obscure material”), he seems to 
do it because he recognizes the power of 
great songwriting and doesn’t think he’s 
all that great of a writer himself. 

Thorogood draws one more analogy, 
comparing renowned actors such as Lau¬ 
rence Olivier and Meryl Streep to Denis 
Leary, an actor who is strong at what he 
does but well aware of his limitations. 

Of course, Thorogood is Leary. “I’m not 
being humble at all, no. I’m being realistic. 
I know what kind of chops I’ve got with 
my voice, and I know I’m not going to play 
guitar like Santana. Who is? I mean, come 
on,” he says, then finds the bright side. 
“Let’s put it this way, my friend: [People] 
buy champagne on New Year’s Eve, but 
[they] buy Budweiser every day.”

P iano-driven, alternative-rock band 
Amherst Aisle are not unfamiliar with 
playing awkward venues. After all, the 
quartet from UC Irvine have done their time 
playing shows at coffee shops, bars and 
malls. More recently, however, Derrick 
Chan (drums), Ben Kashuk (piano/vocals), 
Michael Klein (guitar/vocals) and Kevin 
Leonard (bass) have upped the ante, host¬ 
ing a release party for their first album, Man 
Among Gods , at the venerable House of 
Blues in Anaheim and, this weekend, playing 
at the legendary Whisky a Go Go in Holly¬ 
wood. Up next? More shows, more music. 

OC Weekly; How did you guys meet? 
Michael Klein: These three [Chan, Kashuk 
and Chan] went to UCI. Kevin and Ben lived 
on the same dorm floor, and Derrick was 
around there, too. Ben and I have been best 
friends since first grade. Their junior year, 
they all moved to Ambrose apartments. 

Derrick Chan: One of our roommates was 
studying abroad, so we needed someone to 
fill the room for a quarter. We asked Ben. 

Kevin Leonard: Three months after that, 
we formed the band. 

Where is your name from? 

Ben Kashuk: We lived in Ambrose apart¬ 
ments, which is off the street Amherst Aisle. 

Chan: It was between that and Gods 
to Garbage. 

Leonard: Rabid House Wives was a 
much worse name. 

The venues you guys have played are 
really varied: a Starbucks; the Lab, the 
Troubadour, the House of Blues. How do the 
bigger venues compare to the smaller ones, 
and which do you guys enjoy more? 

Kashuk: You know, we're not meant to 
be a background band. You can't ignore us. 


Chan: We're meant to be loud. 

Kashuk: Yeah, when we're forced to put 
on that volume control, we lose a little bit 
of energy. 

Klein: Last weekend, we played at the Art 
Walk, and it was great, but we just came off 
playing the House of Blues, where there was a 
professional system with two guys mixing [on 
the sound board].... It's just a completely dif¬ 
ferent feeling [when] you don't have monitors 
in your ears, you don't have people watching 
you. People are walking by—some might bob 
their head a little bit, some might stay there for 
longer, but it's just not the same feeling. It's not 
what our band is really made for. 

What has been your favorite venue to 
play, then? 

Klein and Kashuk: House of Blues. 

Leonard: Detroit Bar. 

Klein: Really? That was your favorite? 

Leonard: I mean, it's not my favorite 
show because there were, like, eight 
people there, but... 

Chan: What made the Detroit Bar for me 
was the sound guy. He worked with us so 
much. When we're at the House of Blues, 
we're like small fish. They do their thing, 
mic us up, and we get no input. 

Leonard: There's nothing like playing 
for 400 people, but Detroit Bar is where 
we sounded the best, so that's why it was 
my favorite. 

What has been your greatest moment as 
a band? 

Klein: Our first House of Blues show. It was 
our largest pull for a House of Blues show. 

Chan: That was such an amazing feel¬ 
ing; I had never experienced anything like 
that before. 

Klein: I saw a video; after the curtains 
closed, it was all standing room and every¬ 
thing was dark. The crowd was chanting, 
wanting us to come back out. Of course, 
House of Blues doesn't let you do that, but, 
y'know, playing our last song, you could hear 
the crowd yelling back parts of it. That's a 
really cool feeling.

I had a threesome with my husband and 
another woman because I am GGG and that's 
always been a fantasy of his. I laid out my 
ground rules, and they were violated. (I said I 
was uncomfortable with his P in herV, and I 
ended up watching them fuck.) I didn't stop 
it at the time because I didn't want to ruin it 
for him. It's been some time, and my heart is 
still broken. I was completely down with every 
other aspect of the threesome, but I feel like a 
line was crossed. Am I wrong to feel hurt? 

Heartbroken 

Please hand this column to your husband. My 
response is for him. 

You are one stupid motherfucker. 

Here’s how you’re a motherfucker: Your wife 
agreed to have a threesome on one condition- 
no penis-in-vagina intercourse with the other 
woman. That’s a fairly common ground rule for 
first-time threesomes, and you agreed to honor 
that ground rule. But you went ahead and stuck 
your penis in the other woman’s vagina anyway. 

Maybe you felt your wife’s no-penis-in-our- 
third’s-vagina ground rule was arbitrary. Maybe 
it seemed like a distinction without a differ¬ 
ence—you were already sucking and fondling 
and kissing and rolling around, why should 
fucking be against the rules?—but it mattered 
to your GGG wife. And your wife consented 
to that threesome only after you agreed to not 
stick your penis in the other woman’s vagina.

But that’s not gonna happen for you now, 
you stupid motherfucker, because you couldn’t 
honor your wife’s ground rules during your 
first—and most likely last—threesome. You 
violated her, you violated her trust, and you 
screwed yourself out of future sexual adven¬ 
tures. If you ever hope to have another three¬ 
some, or to realize some other sexual fantasy, or 
if your wife has a sexual fantasy that she would 
like to realize (one that you might enjoy helping 
her realize), you’re going to need to offer her a 
plausible explanation and an abject apology.
